He admitted that there was in New Or- 
leans a large and increasing class among 
white Democrats—perhaps a majority— 
who deplore the present condition of 
affairs, but those who entertain this 
feeling are merchants and capitalists, 
nrtnrally timid, and exert no influence 
over political leaders. The rabid men 
control the party, and they >re in the 
minority, but so long as the majority is 
quiescent and merely deprecate law- 
lessness they cannot prevent it. 


Mr. Ruby stated he thought nearly 


3,900 negroes had emigrated from the 
State, most of whom had gone to Kan- 
sas. In sugar growing sections of the 
State a better feeling prevailed, but in 
other parts the feeling of discontent is 
on the increase, and the indications are 
that many more will leave this spring.
